Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has amended the instant claims to specify that the second photoinitiator capable of 
imdergoing alpha-cleavage is different than the aromatic ketone photoinitiator in the photoinitiating 
system The photoinitiating system set forth in claim 1 and 18 requires each of the four specific 
con5)onents set forth within the specific ranges of weight percentages set forth. The photoinitiating 
system set forth in claim 10 and 19 requires each of the four specific con5)onents set forth within the 
specific ranges of weight percentages set forth and being different from the weight percentages set forth 
in claims 1 and 18. 

The closest prior art is considered to be WO 99/54416 and its equivalent US 6,586,492 to Caiger 
et al. While Caiger et al teach photoinitiator systems conprising an a^ha-cleavage photoinitiator, an 
aromatic ketone, a photosensitizer and an amine synergist. Caiger et al do not disclose or specify the 
weight percents of the different con5)onents of the photoinitiating system except as shown in the 
Exancples. It is agreed that Caiger et al do not provide motivation to tmpXoy photoinitiating systems 
con5)rising the different components shown in the Exan5)les in the weight percents set forth in instant 
claim 1 or instant claim 10. See applicant's remarks on pages 7-9 of the response filed 1 1-15-2004 for a 
more detailed discussion. 

i^pUcant has provided a new Abstract in response to the objection to the original Abstract.
